Some  Problems  For 
The  Convention 

Without  any  desire  la  try  te 
dictate  te  Mississippi  Baptists,  we 
•nil  attention  to  some  matters  fee- 
in#  the  coming  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  which  meets  in  Jack- 
son  on  November  17. 

Although  many  Baptists  wfH  be 
•nable  te  attend  this  convention 
they  should  think  about  the  prob¬ 
lems  that  will  come  before  it  and 
fadicate  to  the  messengers  of  their 
ahurch  their  opinions  about  these 
problems. 

We  do  not  know  afl  the  prob¬ 
lems  that  will  oonfront  the  Con¬ 
vention.  but  below  are  listed  soma 

•f  them: 

1.  The  Conventioa  wfll  be  ask¬ 
ed  to  take  action  on  tbs  proposed 
change  in  the  Ministers  Retire¬ 
ment  Plan.  The  new  plan  will  coat 
more  and  provide  mors  benefits. 
Last  week’s  issue  ef  the  Baptist 
Record  gave  these  facta. 

X  There  will  also  be  lbs  ques¬ 
tion  of  mors  relief  funds  for  aged 
preachers  and  their  widows.  This 
k  separate  from  the  Retirement 
Fund.  There  are  many  ef  our  eld¬ 
er  preachers  who  for  various  rea¬ 
sons  are  not  covered  by  the  Retire¬ 
ment  Fund.  In  their  day  preacher's 
salaries  were  quite  low  and  very 
few  could  or  did  lay  ap  anything 
for  old  age.  But  they  get  just  as 
hungry  as  though  they  bad  a  good 
come. 

We  are  doing  a  little  and  we 
mean  LITTLE.  What  we  de  will 
hardly  buy  the  needed  medicine, 
much  lees  food.  But  Inst  ysar  the 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board  returo- 
ad  more  te  Mississippi  than  we 
contributed.  We  need  te  de  some¬ 
thing  about  this  tragic  situation. 

3.  The  temperance  question  will 
he  before  the  Convention.  While 
Mississippi  is  better  off  thaa  moat 
states,  there  is  still  room  far  im¬ 
provement. 

Our  guess  Is  that  the  Ceuventioa 
will  insist  that  the  Legislature 
keep  its  promise.  The  Liqeor  Ref¬ 
erendum  carried  a  previse  that  if 
the  Drys  woa  the  election  tt  should 
be  considered  n  mandate  te  the 
Legislature  te  give  ss  better  law 
enforcement  Inws. 

4.  Perhaps  greatest  interest  wfl 
be  aroused  by  the  report  ef  the 
Education  Commission.  With  ref¬ 
erence  te  Woman's  College.  Tbs 
Commission  will  lay  three  propos¬ 
als  before  the  Convention  end  ask 
that  a  decision  be  mads  and  that  ft 
he  by  secret  ballot.

Tell  Who  You  Are 

When  a  person  ul  the  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptist  Conventioa  wishes  te 
speak  on  the  floor,  he  should  tell 
his  name  and  where  he  is  from. 
Often  in  the  convention  sesiioni. 
someone  addresses  the  body,  and 
people  in  every  section  begin  whis¬ 
pering.  ’Who  is  her*  “What  is  his 
name  ?** 

If  a  man  asking  to  speak  fails  te 
give  his  name,  the  presiding  officer 
should  ask  his  name,  and  where  he 
is  from.  This  may  seem  unimport¬ 
ant  at  first  glance.

Baptist  church,"  except  when  it  re¬ 
fers  to  one  particular  church.  H  k 
“tha  Baptist  churches"  when  re¬ 
ferring  te  a  collective  unit  ar  ‘the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention. 
Each  Baptist  church  k  a  local 
autonomous  body.

and  to  make  history  and  write  It 
ever  so  carefully,  and  then  allow  k 
to  be  lost  by  carelessness,  or  by 
fire,  or  otherwise  la  sinful.  We 
should  carefully  write  it,  and  dill-' 
gently  preserve  it  far  future  gen¬ 
erations. 

If  Minutes  of  Associations  are 
grata  root  sources  of  Baptist  his¬ 
tory,  than  the  old  Church  Record 
BooU  are  Tap  Root  sources  of  the 
history  at  a «r  denomination.  They 
contain  facta  down  at  the  very  bot¬ 
tom  at  oar  denominational  Ufa, 
where  Baptist  history  takas  on  a 
more  personal  aspect.  In  old 
church  record  hooka  people  stand 
out  more  in  the  forefront,  which 
makes  the  story  more  interesting. 
If  the  books  are  kept  with  ears, 
we  learn  when  a  certain  person  was 
baptised  into  church  fellowship; 
or  joined  by  letter,  and  from  what 
church;  and  waa  lettered  out,  and 
to  what  church;  when  one  is  chos¬ 
en  as  a  deacon  and  ordained,  or 
licensed  to  preach,  and  ordained;

Mississippi  Woman's  College  Report  To 

The  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 

'  ••

I  The  trustee*  of  Mississippi  Woman’*  College  offered  a  recom- 
meixla  tion  to  tbe  last  year’s  State  Baptist  Convention  to  tbe  effect  that 
Woman  ■  College  should  be  made  a  coeducational  institution  and  that 
fee  trustees  be  authorised  to  seek  a  new  name  to  conform  to  the  status 
a f  a  coeducational  college.  The  consideration  was  postponed  until 
after  a  special  survey  of  tbe  Mississippi  Baptist  institutions  could  be 
made,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Southern-  Baptist  Education  Commission 
That  surrey  has  been  made  and  the  report  reviewed.  The  findings  of 
fee  Survey  Committee  but  confirm  the  conclusions  of  the  Trustees  «# 
Mississippi  Woman’s  College,  reached  after  years  of  observation  and 
experience 

Instead  of  a  detailed  report  an  last  year’s  operations  It  is  deemed 
wise  to  dcai  with  matters  more  fundamental.  It  is  felt  by  the  trusses 
and  administration  that  ihe  bine  has  come  to  redefine  the  scope  of  the 
educational  opportunity  and  program  at  Mississippi  Woman’s  College. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  current  enrollment  ia  approximately  in  line 
with  last  vear.  I jist  session  110  students  were  enrolled.  This  fiscal  year 
ended  with  a  net  income  of  $8,978.32.  Appropriations  of  $6,572.68  were 
made  to  the  plant  and  the  library  funds,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $3,166.49. 
But  a  net  balance  in  the  bank  ia  af  small  consequence  when  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  tie  strictest  economy  required  to  balance  the  budget  so  limits  the 
program  as  to  make  reasonable  and  satisfactory  wcceas  Impossible. 


<  Mississippi  Woman’s  College,  sf  the  three  senior  so  lieges,  with  1ms 
endowment,  smaller  income  from  student  fees,,  and  a  nailer  appropri¬ 
ation  from  the  Convention  has  been  too  limited  in  resources  to  overcome 
staitgering  handicaps.  A  minimum  instructional  coot  was  required  to 
operate  at  all.  The  only  place  to  cut  was  the  Hem  of  administrative 
cost.  Woman’s  College  was  required  to  reduce  this  item  to  one-third 
sf  Ihe  other  two  senior  colleges.  Therefore,  an  inadequate  staff  and  pub¬ 
lic  relations  program  were  the  result  This  made  It  impossible  to  re¬ 
construct  sufficient  public  support  to  make  rapid  progress  possible.  This 
is  pointed  oat  in  the  report  of  the  special  survey  committee.  Perhaps 
it  was  necessary  to  operate  on  this  basis  in  order  to  secure  experience 
and  gain  insight  into  the  problems. 


Woman’s  College  (till  has  a  mafl  enrollment  and  will  continue  to 
hove  until  the  matter  ia  dealt  with  fundamentally.  Perhaps  oat  of  seven 
years  of  heart -searching  experience  it  would  be  helpful  to  summarise  tbe 
reasons  making  difficult  a  more  rapid  development  than  that  desired. 
Mississippi  Woman’s  College  was  one  time  Ihe  outstanding  college  to 
South  Mississippi.  Why  has  H  beea  so  difficult  to  rebuild  it  to  it*  for¬ 
mer  posit*  a  af  high  prer 


1.  “The  closing  of  tbe  college  during  tbe  war  years  has, created  a 
psychological  problem  which,  despite  tbe  vigorous-  effort  sf  the  adminis¬ 
tration  and  faculty,  is  still  apparent”  (Report  af  the  Purvey  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Institutions  by  the  special  committee  sf  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Education  Commission,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Commission 
survey).  Tbe  stigma  af  failure  severely  limited  public  confidence. 


A  “A  no  I  her  and  even  more  serious  factor  is  the  effect  sf  tbe  aaove 
made  several  yean  ago  to  close  the  institution.”  (Commission  survey.) 
The  first  year  after  reopening  74  students  enrolled;  the  second  year  84; 
fee-  third  year  115;  and  the  fourth  year  149.  Then  the  move  to  close 
was  made  and  highly  publicised.  The  psychological  reaction  almost 
proved  fatal.  Student  recruitment  was  severely  damaged.  They  who 
swiui  against  the  tide  know  the  fores  af  the  undertow. 


S.  Adequate  funds  were  not  available  to  establish  and  maintain  an 
effective  public  relations  program  to-  over  coma  the  confusion  and  un¬ 
certainty  resulting  from  the  above  factors. 


4.  There  Is  a  rational  trend  away  from  fee  traditional  woman’s 
college  and  experience  convinces  us  that  fee  majority  of  girls  do  not 
prefer  a  girls’  college. 

k.  Another  complicating  factor  is  the  fact  feat  in  Hattiesburg  is  lo¬ 
se  ted  a  vuy  popular  state  college,  supported  by  tremendous  favorable 
factors.  At  October,  1946,  Mississippi  Southern  College  had  303  students. 
Then  the  G.  L  program  got  mixler  way,  the  State  put  in  ample  funds, 
the  legislature  af  1950  wrote  a  new  teacher  certification  law  requiring 
teachers  to  advance  their  educational  training  and  one  of  the  most  dy¬ 
namic  public  relations  programs  of  any  school  in  the  slate  launched. 
This  resulted  in  a  record  enrollment.  From  testimonies  made  of  trans¬ 
fer  students  and  teachers,  it  is  our  considered  judgment  that  Woman’s 
College  has  a  superior  program  from  the  standpoint  of  spiritual  and 
academic  values.  But  we  are  a  long  way  from  convincing  the  general 
public  af  fee  tmef 


6.  There  has  been  growing  in  the  public  mind  an  unconscious  sub¬ 
stitution  af  p«htw-  education  for  denomination  education.  A  false  as¬ 
sumption  rerms  to  underlie  a  drift  away  from  Baptist  colleges.  Spiritual 
values  aanat  bo  taught  from  generation  to  generation  and  the  Baptist 
pub  He,  having  not  been  sufficiently  indoctrinated  aa  to  Christian  edu¬ 
cation  values,  have  more  and  more  sdccumbed  to  tbe  suggestion  feat 
public  higher  education  ia  both  cheaper  and  better.  Neither  of  these 
assumptions,  from  fee  standpoint  of  Baptist  life  and  work,  is  (rue. 


7.  Lack  af  full  accreditation.  Too  many  people  have  made  broad 
general  statements  concerning  the  accreditation  of  Woman’s  College 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  college.  The  facta  are  as  follows:  Any  new 
eo liege  most  establish  an  accredited  status  by  meeting  recognised  stand¬ 
ards  of  academic  program  and  procedures.  Tbe  administration  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Woman’s  College,  early  after  reopening,  began  looking  toward 
full  accreditation.  There  are  generally  three  accrediting  agencies, 
namely,  our  State  Department  of  Education,  the  State  University,  and 
the  "Regional  Accreditation  Agency.  Mississippi  Woman’s  College  was 
surveyed  ia  1948  and  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education 
as  a  teacher  training  college.  Her  graduates  ia  Education  have  the 
same  professional  standing  as  graduates  of  fee  University.  Woman** 
College  has  been  approved  and  recommended  by  the  University  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  In  1952  tbe  Missiasppi  Accreditation  Commission  surveyed  and 
accredited  the  Woman’s  College  program.  A  .preliminary  hearing  has 
beea  bad  with  the  Southern  Association  af  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  When  admission  to  the  Southern  Association  is  gained  Wo¬ 
man's  College  will  then  be  fully  accredited.  Practically  our  students 
are  not  suffering  because  our  graduates  in  Education  are  licensed  to 
teach  apon  fee  basis  of  their  transcripts  and  no  university  has  turned 
down  any  transcript  from  Woman’s  College.  She  has  been  recognised 
by  such  universities  as  Tulane,  Louisiana  State  University,  Baylor,  Uni¬ 
versity  sf  Tennessee,  Columbia  University,  and  others.  The  trouble  is 
ms sy  people  have  ased  the  fact  that  not  belonging  to  the  Regional 
Agency  fe  a  disqualifying  fact,  which  of  course  is  not  true. 


The  "eporf  af  fee  Commission  survey  points  out  many  problems 
in  the  Woman's  College  situation.  These  problems  have  for  some  tuna 
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upon  as  convents  and  their  students  a  bit  peculiar.  As  a  result,  young 
women  as  a  rule  do  not  care  to  become  associated  with  a  girls’  school. 


been  knows  la  those  who  sarry  the  harden*  at  this  school.  The  trustees, 
after  nianv  years  of  study,  observation,  and  asperience,  recommended  to 
the  Convention  last  year  what  they  deemed  aa  the  proper  course  to  take. 
The  Commission  survey  but  deepens  this  conviction.  They  believe  that 
all  these  problems  can  be  more  readily  solved  and  that  denominational 
welfare  more  definitely  promoted  by  a  more  realistic  adptation  of  the 
Woman’s  College  program  le  her  normal  and  natural  environment. 
Adaptation  b  the  biological  law  af  survival,  and  a  necessary  condition 
af  progressive  deveolpment  af  any  public  institution. 


The  “S’uwy”  report  fists  suggested  alternatives.  The  fifth  one  may 
logically  ha  taken  aa  primary;  namely,  that  Woman’s  College  be  oper¬ 
ated  as  s  senior  coeducational  college.  That  is  the  solution  offered  bif 
year  by  tbe  tnistees  and  H  is  their  only  proposal  this  year.  A  coeduca¬ 
tional  status  is  the  one  alternative  that  sffers  any  chance  af  increasing 
success. 


Opportunity  measures  responsibility.  The  Mississippi  Baptists  are 
responsible  for  a  larger  service  opportunity  in  the  field  of  Christian  edu¬ 
cation  than  they  seem  to  realise.  The  "Survey"  report  points  this  out: 
“As  the  only  Baptist  College  in  an  area  which  includes  approximately 
half  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  constituency,  an  area  which  b  undergoing 
rapid  industrial  and  agricultural  development,  this  institution  has  a 
service  opportunity  which  cannot  be  ignored."  The  southern  thirty-six 
counties  have  40,000  Baptists  more  than  the  northern  forty-six.  Ap¬ 
proximately  one-half  tbe  state’s  population  reside  in  this  section.  Be¬ 
sides  this  area,  the  fourteen  southern  counties  sf  Alabama,  including 
Mobile,  have  a  population  of  Ml ,555  and  Orleans  Parish  of  Louisiana 
670,445  people.  New  Orleans  b  rapidly  becoming  a  Baptist  stronghold. 
In  'his  area  mentioned  above  there  are  more  than  two  million  people 
who  may  well  be  regarded  at  our  Baptist  opportunity  in  the  field  ef 
Christian  education,  aa  we  develop  the  means  by  which  the  Kingdom 
af  our  God  is  extended. 


There  are  generally  two  Ideas  hi  the  Held  of  denominational  educa¬ 
tion;  namely  that  of  centra  Illation  over  against  diffusion.  The  Meth¬ 
od  sts  of  Mississippi,  following  their  ecclesiastical  pattern,  centralised 
in  Millsaps  and  lost  ground.  Mississippi  Baptists  three  years  ago  voted 
In  principle  against  this  when  they  voted  down  the  movement  to  dose 
Mississippi  Woman’*  college.  The  Baptists  have  always  grown  by  dis¬ 
persal  of  churches.  Baptist  institutions  must  follow  the  people  or  lose 
them.  It  remains  to  apply  the  principle  le  Christian  educaion  in  South 
Mississippi.  Here  the  people  are.  The  increasing  industralixstion  and 
oil  development  programs  anil  tend  to  further  increase  the  population 
concentration  in  the  great  Gulf  Coast  region.  Practical  wisdom  requires 
a  new  adjustment  of  institutional  planning  la  meet  the  increasing  ap- 
portunity  in  this  region.  Here  in  planning  the  normal  span  would  be  a  100 
or  a  1000  year  period.  Vision  today  must  begin  the  preparation  of  In¬ 
stitutions  to  meet  the  needs  of  tomorrow.  If  we  have  not  this  affective 
vision  we  shall  suffer  as  Baptists. 


The  trustees,  the  admins  fra  tion,  the  faculty,  and  the  students  have 
gone  on  record  unanimously  as  favoring  making  Woman’s  College  a 
senior  coeducational  institution.  Their  unanimous  conviction,  after 
years  of  study  and  experience,  is  not  to  be  easily  discounted.  A  recent 
Mississippi  Woman’s  College  survey  highlights  tbe  following  reasons 
supporting  this  collective  conviction: 


1.  The  national  trend  is  away  from  girls’  colleges.  Colleges  for 
Women  are  failing  in  attendance  from  year  to  year.  This  is  true  for 
state  schools  as  well  as  for  denomlnational*achoola.  As  a  result,  aom- 
peiition  is  increasing  from  coeducational  colleges. 


2.  Experience  proves  that  the  majority  of  girls  prefer  coeducational 
colleges.  There  is  a  tendency  in  our  age  for  girls'  schools  to  be  looked 


S.  A  coeducational  college  would  present  more  true-to-life  situation 
and  thereby  a  natural  environment  for  social  and  religious  development. 


4.  Going  coeducational  would  open  the  doors  to  Baptist  young  men 
who  prefer  a  Christian  education  but  for  other  reasons  go  elsewhere.  <>n 
a  national  basis  the  majority  of  young  people  tend  to  go  to  college  within 
a  radius  of  from  fifteeD  to  twenty-five  miles  of  home.  It  does  not  mat¬ 
ter  oikW  what  auspices  the  romm  inity  college  b  operated;  if  compar¬ 
able  educational  opportunities  are  afforded  the  local  school  b  attended. 


Mississippi  Southern  College  at  Hattiesburg  for  the  past  three  years 
baa  enrolled  from  1600  to  1800  Baptists  out  of  a  total  enrollment  of  2000 
to  2600.  These  Baptists  students  do  not  attend  Mississippi  Southern  Col¬ 
lege  because  it  b  superior  to  Mississippi  College,  bul  because  it  is  near 
home,  and  other  reasons  of  convenience.  Going  coeducational  would 
give  right-minded  Baptbt  students  a  Christian  college  more  nearly  in 
reach.  Ministerial  students  are  saying  their  choice  b  often  a  matter  of 
Mississippi  Southern  or  no  college  at  alL 

/ 

The  “Survey"  report  expresses  some  concern  that  a  coeducational 
status  at  Woman’s  College  would  compete  with  Mississippi  College.  We 
here  do  not  in  any  Wise  entertain  thb  idea.  The  1600  to  1800  Baptists 
at  Mississippi  Southern  are  not  now  going  to  Mississippi  College,  and 
there  b  no  hasb  to  believe  that  they  will.  The  Baptist  choice  is  dial  of 
providing  a  Chrutbn  college  in  South  Mississippi  or  largely  losing  their 
Baptist  young  people. 


i.  Students  and  income  are  the  two  basic  needs  of  Mississippi  Wo¬ 
man’s  College  and  by  going  t  coeducational  it  b  our  belief  that  all  the 
problems  of  adequate  support,  student  enlistment,  curriculum  offerings, 
par  capita  cost,  and  accreditation  can  be  more  effectively  dealt  with. 


i.  FinaDy,  the  Baptists  must  have  trained  leadership  personnel.  Our 
denomination  b  oo  the  march.  Our  churchep  are  expanding  their  work 
and  enlarging  their  staff!.  Without  a  more  effective  college  program, 
the  work  wiD  suffer  from  lack  of  competent  leaden.

•offering  for  lack  of  a  trained  ministry.  The  moat  effective  rural  church 
program  in  South  Mississippi  would  be  a  strong  ministerial  training  pro¬ 
gram  at  Mississippi  Woman's  College.  The  "Commission  survey"  re¬ 
port  says  concerning  a  weakness  in  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Educational 
program,  “The  concentration  of  all  ministerial  students  in  the  two  insti¬ 
tutions  near  the  center  of  the  state  b  a  point  af  weakness.  Neither  North 
Mississippi  nor  South  Mississippi  has  the  advantage  of  a  Baptist  college 
oenter  from  which  minbterial  students  can  serve  the  small  churches  over 
a  wide  area."  The  report  also  says,  “Aa  a  college  for  women.  Mississippi 
Woman's  College  fads  to  serve  fully  the  area  of  South  Mississippi."  Thus 
adaption  af  program  b  required  to  meet  Baptist  needs  in  this  locality. 
Making  Woman's  College  a  coeducational  institution  would  correct  thb 
weakness.  ~ 


Therefore,  Ike  trustees  af  Mississippi  Woman's  College  again  recom¬ 
mend  la  tbe  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  that  they  be  authorized  to 
iat  ^  i  coeducational  program  at  Woman’s  College,  change  the  name, 
awl  amend  the  charter  la  aonform  to  its  new  status  aa  a  senior  coeduca¬ 
tional  college.
